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Valley  Task  Force  Adopts  Bylaws 


New  Housing  Plans  Detailed  at  Community  Workshop

Citizens  and  residents  of  Visitacion 
Valley  have  been  getting  a  regular 
Jose  of  messages  on  the  progression 
pi  both  public  housing  development 
and  redevelopment  programs  in  their 
area. 

Dialogue  has  often  been  a  two-way 
communication  between  Mercy 
Charities  and  Valley  residents  en- 
abling the  neighborhood  an  opportu- 
nity to  voice  personal  feelings  on  the 
projects.  Local  residents  could  also 
learn  the  basics  of  issues  at  hand. 

One  of  the  latest  exposures  to 
progress  updates  was  a  community 
workshop  conducted  jointly  by  the 
Geneva  Valley  Development  Corpo- 
ration (GVDC)  and  Mercy  Charities 
Housing  of  California  (MCH)  at  the 
Schwerin  Street  headquarters  of  the 
Village  on  Apr.  5.  On  Apr.  19,  MCH 
joined  forces  with  John  King  Senior 
Housing  (JKSH)  in  briefing  another 
group  of  neighborhood  enthusiasts 
during  a  discussion  on  how  much 
mileage  the  JKSH  project  has 
clocked. 

Except  for  a  usual  injection  of  cul- 
tural, ideological  and  political  flavor 
b>  vested  groups'  spokespersons  and 
leaders,  both  workshops  turned  posi- 
tively productive. 

Building  models  of  upcoming 
homes  to  replace  the  now-abandoned 
( ieneva  Towers  were  complemented 
with  ground  layouts  and  presented  to 
both  prospective  tenants  and  plainly 
curious  observers  in  attendance  by 
Powell  and  Partners,  an  architectural 
group  now  handling  the  contract. 

Shortly  after  the  morning  work- 
shop, the  GVDC  board  led  by  Brenda 
Lopez  met  in  an  executive  session  at 
the  Village  lo  discuss  and  approve  an 
executive  director's  report.  It  in- 
cluded a  budget  proposal,  together 
w  ith  a  resolution  to  terminate  agree- 
ments with  both  the  California  Mu- 
tual Housing  Association  (CMHA) 
and  Geneva  Towers  Residents  Coun- 
cil (GTRC).  CMHA  had  a  manage- 
ment contract  with  GVDC.  while 
GTRC  was  acting  as  a  GV DC/par- 
ent/umbrella organization. 

Also  contained  in  the  executive 
director's  report  was  Resolution  #00, 
authorizing  GVDC  to  apply  for  and 
acquire  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing 
(MOID  funds.  About  $211,880  will 
be  spent  in  the  administration  and 
staffing  of  a  work  force  that  w  ill  su- 
pers ise  1 50  replacement  homes  to  be 
constructed  along  Sunnydale  Av- 
enue, a  stone's  throw  away  from  the 
old  buildings. 

Plans  for  the  John  King  Senior 
Housing  were  presented  to  the  pub- 
lic by  Van  Meter  Williams/Pollack, 
a  Los  Angeles-based  architecture  and 
urban  design  group. 

Both  Van  Meter  Williams,  and 
Powell  and  Partners  participated  in 
the  final  selection  process  conducted 
by  Mercy  Charities  Housing  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Both  redevelopment  projects  and 
JKSH  are  funded  by  the  federal 
government's  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD)  through  the  San 
Francisco  Mayor's  Office  of  Commu- 
nity Development  (MOCD). 

In  the  meantime  on  Apr.  25  at  John 


Fred  Powell  of  Powell  and  Partners  discussed  important  points 
of  construction  with  those  attending  the  Apr.  1 5  workshop. 


Powell  and  Partners  principal  partner  George  Ivelich  later 
explained  vital  documents  associated  with  the  proposed  Valley 
housing. 


Various  Valley  residents  expressed  their  concerns  about  the 


new  buildings  at  the  meeting. 

King  Senior  Center,  parent 
organizaton  of  JKSH.  12  of  13  board 
members  approved  a  revised  1996- 
97  JKSC  budget  during  an  emer- 
gency meeting.  Figures  were  then 
submitted  to  the  Commission  on  Ag- 
ing (COA )  later  that  same  afternoon. 

On  May  1,  the  Center  and  COA 
executives  will  sit  down  and  renego- 
tiate the  1997-98  budget  A  9  a.m. 
briefing  will  follow  on  May  5  with 
the  Center's  executive  director  ex- 
plaining results  of  both  budget  pro- 
posals. 

An  interesting  item  recently  irri- 
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tated  many  of  the  board  members  -- 
newly-inducted  and  old-timers  alike 
—  is  a  transport  company's  continu- 
ous denial  of  rides  to  seniors  62  years 
and  older.  A  large  group  of  seniors, 
possibly  three  van  loads,  is  planning 
to  picket  company  headquarters  on 
this  irritating  issue.  One  particularly 
important  question  the  seniors  will 
be  asking  is:  "Is  the  Older  American 
Act  for  62  years  or  older  no  longer 
in  effect?  Are  both  the  Commission 
on  Aging  and  the  transport  company 
changing  their  current  policies?  And 
on  what  ground  do  seniors  stand?" 


Midway  Village  Residents  Taking  Their  Illnesses  to  Court 


After  months  of  unforseen  delay, 
members  of  the  Visitacion  Valley  Task 
Force  (VVTF)  finally  adopted  an 
amended  10-page  version  of  the 
organization's  bylaws  at  their  regular 
monthly  meeting  on  Apr.  26. 

Originally  updated  last  November,  a 
large  number  of  agenda  events  and 
questions  concerning  certain  parts  of 
the  document's  language  have  kept 
members  from  putting  the  bylaws  into 
affect.  Most  important  in  this  short- 
ened version  is  a  provision  in  Section 
10  01  allowing  the  VVTF  to  easily 
amend  its  section  with  approval  ol  Us 
members. 

Now  consisting  of  30  sections,  the 
document  divides  Visitacion  Valley 
into  seven  geographical  sub-areas,  in- 
cluding: Geneva  Towers/Village 
Britton  Street;  Geneva  Terrace;  Leland 
Avenue;  Little  Hollywood;  Lower 
Visitacion  Sunns  dale,  and  Upper 
Visitacion. 

Designed  to  be  served  by  a  board 
consisting  of  21  members,  each  sub- 
area  will  be  represented  by  two  VVTF 
members  of  which  one  member  can  be 
a  service  provider.  Three  members  will 
serve  from  either  the  business  or  in- 
dustrial or  mercantile  areas  from  the 
neighborhood,  while  lour  persons  will 
represent  churches,  senior  associations 
and  schools.  No  task  force  member 
w  ill  be  allowed  to  miss  more  than  two 
VVTF  meetings  without  a  valid  writ- 
ten excuse. 

Meeting  dates  have  now  been  offi- 
cially set  at  the  fourth  Saturday  of  ev- 
ery month.  Next  VVTF  meeting  will 
be  Saturday.  May  24,  10:30  a.m.  at  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Community  Center 
(VVeC)  gym.  50  Raymond  Ave.

1AM  CARES  is  a  nonprofit,  no-fee 
job  placement  service  based  in  both 
San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  coun- 


For  years,  residents  of  Midway  Vil- 
lage, a  150-unit  development  directly 
southeast  of  the  Cow  Palace,  knew 
there  must  have  be  a  reason  for  the 
unusually  large  number  of  sicknesses 
they  were  experiencing  When  offi- 
cials from  both  the  state  of  California 
and  PG&E  finally  began  informing 
them  about  six  years  ago  that  gas  was 
once  manufactured  on  the  site  where 
they  are  now  living  and  that  the  soil 
under  their  homes  was  highly  contami- 
nated, then  anger  set  in. 

"People  over  here  are  seriously  ill," 
said  Marion  Brown,  a  longtime  resi- 
dent who  knew  something  was  dread- 


fully wrong  when  a  water  main  break 
in  1991  near  her  home  caused  a 
strange  black  substance  lo  ooze 
through  the  ground  to  the  surface.  She 
explained  that  a  consultant  to  the  Na- 
tional Cancer  Institute  has  already  tes- 
tified that  exposure  to  the  dangerous 
chemicals  lingering  in  the  Midway 
Village  ground  could  significantly  in- 
crease the  probability  of  developing 
diseases  affecting  eyes.  ears,  nose  and 
throat,  as  well  as  skin,  bone  marrow, 
gastronomic  and  immunologic  sys- 
tems.

in  the  VVCC  gym. 

MORE  BUS  SERVICE 

ESI.  instructor  Marlene  I  ran  told  the 
VVTF  of  her  efforts  to  get  hours  ol  the 
9x-San  Bruno  line  extended  each  day 
to  20  hours.  Having  collected  more 
than  3.000  signatures  petitioning  for 
increased  service  on  this  route  vital  to 
many  living  in  Visitacion  Valley,  she 
pointed  out  the  line's  current  hours 
end  much  too  early  for  many  local  resi- 
dents heavily  depending  on  it  to  re- 
turn home  from  the  northern  part  ol 
the  Cits 

Explaining  a  proposal  to  extend  light 
rail  service  down  Third  Street  also 
called  for  eventual  removal  of  its 
heavily-used  1 5-line,  a  list  of  nine  con- 
cerns was  compiled,  including:  timely 
scheduling,  accessibility,  proper  light- 
ing, and  built-in  safety  features  includ- 
ing an  electronic  sign  displaying  in- 
formation about  delays.  She  also  re- 
quested that  suggestion  forms  be  pro- 
vided to  riders  in  several  languages  lo 
make  service  more  efficient.  Fran  also 
said  she'd  prefer  to  see  the  proposed 
rail  line  pass  through  the  Valley  and 
extend  in  a  loop  to  Balboa  Station  and 
City  College  for  more  accessibility  to 
other  neighborhoods.

Study  Says  Better  Teacher  Compensation 
Equals  a  Higher  Quality  of  Childcaie 


Parents  are  most  likely  to  find  nigh 
quality  care  that  supports  their 
children's  development  in  chile  care 
centers  that  are  both  accredited  by  the 
National  Association  for  the  Education 
of  Young  Children  (NAEYC)  and  that 
pays  their  teachers  better  than  average 
wages,  according  to  a  new  indepen- 
dent study.  Centers  that  pay  higher 
wages  retain  more  skilled  teachers  who 
provide  better  care  to  children. 

The  study  by  the  National  Center  tor 
Early  Childhood  Work  Force 
(NCECW),  a  nonprofit  research  and 
educational  organization,  is  the  first 
large-scale  assessment  of  the  nation's 
leading  accreditation  system  for  child 
care  centers.  It  examined  92  programs 
in  three  California  communities  be- 
tween 1994  and  1996.  In  196,  nearly 
10.000  of  the  nation's  97.000  child 
care  centers  were  seeking  NAEYC 
accreditation,  and  about  5,000  child 
care  centers  were  N  AEYC-accredited. 

Many  parents,  policy  makers  and 
employers  look  to  NAEYC  accredita- 
tion to  improve  the  quality  of  child 
care.  Nationally,  approximately  15  per- 


cent of  center-based  child  care  lor 
preschoolers,  and  at  least  double  that 
amount  for  infants,  is  considered 
harmful,  while  70  percent  is  rated  as 
mediocre  and  only  15  percent  of  care 
is  rated  good  or  excellent  in  quality. 
Concerns  over  quality  are  likely  to 
mushroom  with  the  surging  demand 
for  child  care  created  by  welfare  re- 
form, and  mounting  evidence  on  the 
significance  of  brain  development  dur- 
ing the  first  three  years  of  children's 
lives  and  its  lasting  effects  on  their  so- 
cial and  intellectual  development. 

NAEYC-accredited  centers  arc  ses  - 
eral  times  more  likely  than  other  cen- 
ters in  the  community  lo  be  rated  high 
in  quality,  according  lo  the  sludy. 
However,  39  percent  of  NAI  Y(  -ac- 
credited centers  were  rated  as  medio- 
cre in  overall  quality.  NAEYC  accredi- 
tation falls  short  as  a  consistent  stan- 
dard of  excellence.  High  turnover 
among  teaching  staff,  fueled  by  insuf- 
ficient wages,  poses  serious  challenges 
to  centers  seeking  to  provide  high- 
quality  services.

development  have  been  organizing 
meetings  to  keep  abreast  of  new  de- 
velopments continually  arising  from 
this  dangerous  situation.

A  recent 
attempt  by  some  Midway  residents  to 
secure  multiple  copies  of  informative 
documents  about  the  problem  from  one 
government  agency  was  met  with  re- 
sistance when  they  were  told  no  more 
than  40  copies  were  available  to  them. 
But  as  Brown  plainly  staled.  "We  arc 
not  going  away."

Up  to  seven  miles  of  a  new  light  rail 
line  would  run  from  downtown  San 
Francisco  to  the  Bayshore  CalTrain 
Station. 

Visitacion  Valley  residents  attended 
a  neighborhood  workshop  at  Schlage 
Lock  on  April  7.  Similar  meetings 
have  been  providing  interested  com- 
munity members  with  the  opportunity 
to  give  input  into  decisions  relating  to 
the  re-design  of  Third  Street  to  accom- 
modate light  rail,  including  the  pro- 
posed line's  downtown  alignment  and 
station  locations. 

Based  on  results  of  ongoing  techni- 


cal studies  and  public  input  from  this 
workshop.  Muni  staff  will  bring 
project  recommendations  to  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Transportation  Com- 
mission at  its  June  10  meeting.  The 
commission  will  be  asked  to  reduce  the 
set  of  project  design  options  to  a 
smaller  set  for  study  in  the  Environ- 
mental Impact  Statement.

( )ur  Committee  and  community  have 
said  for  years  that  a  more  appropriate 
location  for  solid  waste  (garbage,  trash 
and  public  disposal),  hazardous  waste 
and  large  scale  recycling  was  a  sec- 
lion  of  the  southern  waterfront.  Norcal 
has  proposed  to  relocate  the  Westcoast 
Recycling  facility  operations  from  350 
Rhode  Island  St.  and  401  Tunnel  Ave. 
to  Pier  80.  This  is  a  very  large  site  and 
Shed  A  will  be  shared  with  Home  De- 
pot. Home  Depot  has  proposed  a  live 
year  lease. 

Norcal  is  proposing  to  lease  a  1 6  acre 
portion  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco 
site.  Curbside,  apartment,  bar  and  res- 
taurant, commercial  and  industrial  re- 
cycling will  be  done  by  Golden  Gate 
Disposal.  Sunset  Scavenger,  and 
Westcoast  Recycling  Company.  Con- 
struction cost  of  the  project  is  esti- 
mated at  $8  million.  Residual  waste 
would  be  loaded  into  transfer  trucks 
and  hauled  directly  to  the  Altamont 
Landfill.  The  case  file  is  Planning  De- 
partment number  97. 140E. 

The  communities  of  Little  Holly- 
wood and  Visitacion  Valley  should  en- 
courage this  relocation  and  our  Com- 
mittee will  continue  to  seek  another 
site  in  that  portion  of  the  southern 
Waterfront  where  a  new  transfer  sta- 
tion and  hazardous  waste  facility  can 
be  built.  A  consolidation  of  manage- 
ment and  management  operations  is 
necessary  as  well  as  a  location  that  is 
central  to  the  City  to  ensure  a  cost  ef- 
fective and  efficient  solid  waste  man- 
agement program.  The  allocation  of

I  he  Southeast  Alliance  for  Environ- 
mental Justice  (SAEJ)  meeting  of  Apr. 
9.  1997  was  held  in  Our  Lady  of 
I  ourdes  Church  in  the  Bayvievv.  The 
purpose  of  the  meeting  was  for  resi- 
dents and  owners  of  businesses  from 
the  area  surrounding  Candlestick  Park 
to  ask  questions  about  the  proposed 
stadium/mall.  Representatives  from 
the  Mayor's  Office,  Mills  Malls  nd  the 
49ers  tried  to  answer  questions.  Prior 
to  the  meeting,  16  written  questions 
were  asked  and  many  answers  were 
vague  and  contrary  to  what  is  in  the 
newspaper  and  on  television. 

Proposition  F  should  be  a  concern 
to  an>  one  that  is  involved  with  the  en- 
vironment. This  proposition  eliminates 
many  other  environmental  protective 
ballot  initiatives,  ordinances,  laws, 
limits,  regulations  and  amendments. 

The  $400-per-square-foot  profitabil- 
ity has  ruled  out  the  merchants  from 


the  Bayview  relocating  to  the  mall. 
The  need  to  widen  Gillman  Avenue 
and  Jamestown  Avenue  will  mean 
some  houses  will  have  to  be  removed. 
Fair  market  value  in  a  depressed  area 
and  in  a  depressed  market  will  mean 
less  assessed  value.  The  jobs  will  be 
allowed  to  be  union  i I  more  than  50 
percent  of  the  workers  hired  want  to 
be  union  members.  Who  will  pay  for 
the  construction  of  the  Geneva  Avenue 
roadway  extension  between  Highway 
101  and  Bayshore  Boulevard  was  a 
question  that  was  unanswered.  There 
were  no  answers  for  the  question 
"What  will  the  49ers  do  for  the  Bay- 
view  if  Proposition  D  and  F  fail  at  the 
polls?"  Would  all  the  businesses  in 
San  Francisco  like  the  City  to  give 
them  one  dollar  for  every  $4.25  that 
they  invested  in  the  City? 

In  order  to  get  yes  votes,  a  lot  more 
answers  better  be  shown  to  the  voters. 
If  I  get  the  written  replies  to  the  16 
SAEJ  questions,  I  will  submit  them  to 
the  Grapevine.

Dear  Visitacion  Valley  Neighbor- 
hood Task  Force  Members  and 
Visitacion  Valley  Community  Mem- 
bers; 

The  Community  Design  Consulting 
Program  is  a  not-for-profit  urban  plan- 
ning service.  The  service  is  offered  to 
select  communities  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area.  Community  Design  is 
a  program  of  Urban  Ecology.  Inc.. 
which  is  a  not-for-profit  organization 
based  in  Oakland.  Urban  Ecology  ad- 
vocates for  building  cities  that  are  en- 
vironmentally healthy,  socially  just, 
and  economically  stable. 

Community  Design  helps  communi- 
ties plan  for  change  in  their  neighbor- 
hoods. We  offer  urban  planners,  facili- 
tators, and  other  professionals  to  help 
community  groups  plan  how  the>  want 
their  neighborhoods  to  change  and 
evolve. 

Community  design  offers  this  service 
free  of  charge  to  local  community 
group,  and  many  of  Urban  Ecology's 
members  volunteer  their  services  to  the 
program.  However,  in  large  neighbor- 
hoods like  Visitacion  Valley  where  the 
neighborhood  planning  and  coalition 


In  a  neighborhood  planning  project  in 
Visitacion  Valley.  Community  Design  is  pre- 
pared to  work  for  the  following  principles 

1  Preserve  the  existing  built  environment, 
including  existing  affordable  housing,  exist- 
ing residential  communities,  and  existing 
localbusiness 

2  Preserve  nature,  including  open  space, 
clean  air  and  water,  recycling  by  businesses 
and  citizens,  and  preservation  of  trees 

3  Promote  the  inclusion  of  people  of  di-

building  is  complex  and  lengthy,  the 
program  must  pay  its  consultants  for 
the  work  that  they  do  Therefore,  Com- 
munity Design  applies  for  funding 
from  private  foundations,  city  agen- 
cies, and  other  sources  to  pay  for  high- 
quality  urban  planning  professionals. 
The  chances  of  obtaining  funding  are 
better  when  Community  Design  ap- 
plies for  funding  together  with  com- 
munity groups.  Therefore,  we  enter 
partnership  agreements  with  commu- 
nity groups  and  apply  for  funding  to- 
gether. The  time  period  for  applying 
for  funding  and  waiting  for  a  response 
usually  lasts  six  months  or  more. 
Therefore,  Community  Design  must 
plan  its  projects  several  months  in  ad- 
vance. 

We  have  been  interested  in  the  com- 
munity and  neighborhood  planning 
and  development  that  is  taking  place 
in  Visitacion  Valley.  We  believe  that 
there  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
people  who  live  and  work  in  Visitacion 
Valley  to  plan  for  and  improve  the 
health  of  this  community.  However,  we 
feel  that  it  must  take  place  through 
structured,  open  dialogues  and  part- 
nerships that  include  current  and 
former  community  residents,  city  of- 
fice representatives,  not-for-profit  or- 
ganizations, Visitacion  Valley  busi- 
nesses, churches,  social  service  agen- 
cies, and  other  people  or  groups  who 
will  be  affected  by  changes  in  this 
neighborhood. 

Community  Design  is  prepared  to 
enter  a  partnership  with  the  Visitacion 
Valley  Neighborhood  Task  Force.  If 
the  members  of  the  Task  Force  would 
like  Community  Design  to  provide  any 
or  all  of  the  services  listed,  then  by 
voting  to  work  out  an  initial  partner- 
ship. If  the  partnership  is  accepted, 
then  Community  Design  and  the  Task 
Force  will  begin  developing  a  neigh- 
borhood planning  project  for 
Visitacion  Valley,  and  will  seek  fund- 
ing in  partnership  with  each  other. 

We  would  like  to  emphasize  that  we 
feel  that  neighborhood  planning  must 
be  an  open,  inclusive  process.  In  en- 
tering a  partnership  with  the  Task 
Force,  we  are  not  taking  sides  with  any 


party,  but  rather  joining  forces  with  the 
Task  Force  because  it  represents  and 
communicates  with  all  the  different 
groups  in  Visitacion  Valley.  Our  intent 
is  to  advocate  for  Urban  Ecology's 
sustainable  development  philosophy  as 
it  is  slated  above.  We  believe  that  the 
people  of  Visitacion  Valley  have  the 
opportunity  to  create  a  neighborhood 
that  is  environmentally  healthy,  so- 
cially just,  and  aconomically  stable. 
We  would  be  honored  to  work  toward 
this  goal  with  you.

Meeting  to  Clarify 
Waste  Plant  Dispute 

Following  is  a  letter  sent  April  21 
from  Golden  Gate  University  s  Envi- 
ronmental Law  and  Justice  Clinic- 
School  of  Lawf  to  Karen  Strandoo  of 
Solid  Waste  Management 

Dear  Mrs.  Strandoo: 

We  are  writing  to  you  as  a  follow- 
up  to  the  meeting  that  took  place  on 
the  14th  at  your  office.  We  feel  that  it 
was  a  successful  meeting  and  want  to 
be  sure  that  all  parties  are  in  agree- 
ment as  to  what  was  discussed  and  fi- 
nalized. 

Of  primary  importance  was  the 
agreement  reached  regarding  the  daily 
VOC  emissions  and  the  gallons  of 
waste  to  be  consolidated  per  day  at  the 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Facility 
(HHWCF).  The  amounts  agreed  to 
were  VSQG  air  emissions  of  no  greater 
than  8.9994  pounds  per  day  and 
Household  Waste  emissions  no  greater 
than  6.6332.  In  addition  the  number 


of  gallons  to  be  consolidated  will  be 
no  greater  than  2.5  times  the  gallon 
amounts  of  1995.  Additional  limita- 
tions are  the  hours  of  operation  of  the 
facility,  and  collection  days.  As  to  one 
day  collection  events,  there  will  be  no 
exception  on  the  gallon  amounts  to  be 
consolidated,  so  that  at  all  times  the 
facility  stays  within  the  above  limita- 
tions. These  limitations  will  appear  in 
the  Operating  Manual  and  the  Oper- 
ating Agreement  for  the  facility. 

The  community  agreed  to  these 
amounts  based  on  a  number  of  factors. 
First,  it  was  represented  to  the  Com- 
munity and  to  the  Environmental  Law 
and  Justice  Clinicians  that  the  1995 
gallon  amounts  were  likely  the  high- 
est amounts  that  the  facility  would 
experience  under  the  current  permit, 
a  three  year  period.  As  illustrated  by 
numbers  the  Solid  Waste  Management 
program  presented  to  the  Community 
and  the  ELJC,  the  amount  of  waste 
going  through  the  facility  has  leveled 
out  and  is  not  expected  to  increase  in 
the  next  few  years. 

In  addition,  the  City  is  actively  look- 
ing for  ways  to  decrease  the  impact  on 
the  Little  Hollywood  community.  The 
Solid  Waste  Management  office  has 
been  asked  by  the  Hazardous  Materi- 
als Advisory  Committee  to  look  for 
other  collection  sites  in  San  Francisco. 
While  all  parties  understand  that  the 
time  line  for  siting  such  an  alternative 
collection  site  is  uncertain,  the  City  is 
pursuing  these  options. 

Our  mitigation  option  that  the  Little 
Hollywood  community  is  particularly 
interested  in  is  emissions  control  de- 
vices on  the  stacks  of  the  HHWCF.  At 
the  meeting  it  was  stated  that  the  ad- 
dition ofthese  devices  was  "up  for  dis- 
cussion;" the  LHC  looks  forward  to 
this  discussion.

North  America's  Most  Recycled  Material

When  you  think  about  recycling, 
steel  is  probably  not  the  first  item  that 
comes  to  mind.  Yet  steel  is  North 
America's  most  recycled  material. 
More  steel  is  recycled  annually  than 
glass,  paper,  plastic,  aluminum  and 
other  materials  combined. 

Much  of  this  recycled  steel  comes 
from  construction  sites,  cars  and  ap- 
pliances. Last  year.  30  million  tons  of 
steel  were  recycled  form  construction 
and  demolition  projects  nationwide. 
To  put  this  figure  into  perspective, 
that's  about  five  times  as  much  as  the 
combined  weight  of  all  newspapers  re- 
cycled nationwide.  Another  13  million 
tons  of  scrap  steel  came  from  automo- 
biles. 

Appliances  are  the  third  major 
source  of  steel  for  recycling.  Steel 
makes  up  about  three-quarters  of  the 
weight  of  appliances,  and  this  steel  is 
easily  recycled.  Old  air  conditioners, 
washers,  dishwashers,  freezers,  micro- 
wave ovens,  refrigerators  and  other 
appliances  are  a  valuable  source  of 
steel  for  new  products.  Since  1990,  the 
national  recycling  rate  for  major  home 
appliances  has  risen  from  32  percent 
to  75  percent,  producing  more  than  2.1 
million  tons  of  recycled  steel  in  1995 
alone. 

Steel  makes  up  about  5  percent  of 
the  waste  generated  in  San  Francisco 
We  recycle  about  45  million  pounds 
of  steel  -  45  percent  of  the  100  mil- 
lion pounds  of  steel  waste  generated 
by  San  Francisco  residents  and  busi- 
nesses. 

Since  we  can't  put  cars  and  refrig- 
erators out  on  the  curb  for  recycling, 
how  can  residents  help  recycle  steel? 
The  easiest  thing  we  can  do  is  recycle 
steel  cans.  What  most  of  us  have  tra- 
ditional!) called  tin  cans  are  aclualK 
steel  cans  coated  with  a  thin  layer  of 
tin.  Steel  cans  include  food,  beverage, 
paint  and  aerosol  containers.  Bottle 
caps  are  also  made  from  steel. 


Steel  cans  and  bottle  caps  are  easily 
recyclable  in  San  Francisco's  curbside 
and  apartment  recycling  programs  (but 
not  aerosol  containers).  Labels  do  not 
need  to  be  removed,  and  you  don't 
have  to  flatten  the  can.  Please  make 
sure,  however,  that  the  can  is  clean  and 
rinsed.  All  you  need  to  do  is  put  your 
clean  cans  in  your  blue  curbside  bin. 
or,  if  you  live  in  an  apartment  build- 
ing with  central  recycling  containers, 
put  the  cans  in  the  large  blue  recycling 
container. 

Last  year.  San  Franciscans  recycled 
more  than  2  million  pounds  of  cans. 
Although  this  sounds  impressive,  it 
represents  less  than  20  percent  of  the 
steel  waste  generated  by  residents  each 
year. 

Steel  recycling  preserves  natural  re- 
sources. For  every  ton  of  steel  that  is 
recycled,  we  save  2,500  pounds  of  iron 
ore.  1 ,000  pounds  of  coal  and  conserve 
more  than  10  million  BTUsofenergs 

The  average  household  uses  two 
pounds  of  steel  cans  per  week.  If  these 
cans  are  recycled,  enough  energy  is 
saved  to  keep  a  60-watt  light  bulb 
burning  for  more  than  two  days.  If  we 
recycled  just  half  the  steel  cans  used 
by  Sari  Francisco  residents  in  one  year, 
we'd  save  enough  energy  to  keep  that 
light  bulb  burning  for  more  than 
40.000  years. 

So  what  happens  to  the  steel  cans 
collected  in  the  curbside  and  apart- 
ment recycling  programs?  Well,  first 
they  get  separated  from  the  other  con- 
tainers.  then  they  get  baled  and 
shipped  l  a  mill  near  Stockton.  CA. 
Once  the  cans  are  shredded  and 
cleaned,  the  tin  is  separated  from  the 
steel  at  manufacturing  plants  either  in 
Arizona  or  Washington.  The  tin  is 
used  to  manufacture  new  cans,  pew- 
ter solder,  and  bronze. 

The  steel  is  sold  to  steel  mills  (for 
remanufacture  into  steel  products  - 
including  cans).  Two  types  of  furnaces 
are  used  today  in  the  steelmaking  pro- 
cess. The  first,  a  basic  oxygen  furnace. 


creates  steel  for  cans,  automobiles  and 
appliances.  This  type  of  furnace  usu- 
ally uses  about  28  percent  steel  scrap 
to  make  new  steel.  The  second  kind  of 
f  urnace,  the  electric  arc  furnace,  uses 
virtually  100  percent  scrap  steel  to 
make  new  steel  products  for  construc- 
tion projects. 

Recycling  more  steel  cans  is  an  easy 
way  to  help  conserve  resources.  So  the 
next  time  you  recycle,  make  sure  you 
include  your  steel  cans.  And,  since 
steel  cans  contain  an  average  of  28 
percent  recycled  steel,  you  can  pro- 
mote recycling  by  buying  products 
packaged  in  steel  cans.

"It's  an  unfortunate  mirror  image  of 
our  increasingly  violent  society,  but  we 
have  some  terrifying  children  in  our 
public  schools  who  have  been  charged 
with  heinous  crimes."  said  Morrow. 
"This  bill  removes  these  dangerous 
individuals  from  the  student  body  and 
makes  our  schools  a  safer  environ- 
ment." 

Currently  school  districts  are  only 
allowed  to  suspend  or  expel  students 
for  incidents  that  are  committed  on 
campus  or  at  school  related  activities. 
Very  often  campus  violence  stems  from 
incidents  happening  in  the  community 
that  eventually  can  spill  over  into  the 
schools.

MAY 

1  In  1974,  Muni  inaugurated  the 
Fast  Pass,  providing  unlimited  ac- 
cess to  its  busses  and  streetcars.  In 
1992,  Mayor  Frank  Jordan  declared 
a  second  night  of  curfew  in  the  City 
to  prevent  rioting  and  looting  which 
plagued  the  down-  town  area  the 
previous  evening,  one  day  after  the 
Rodney  King  beating  trial  concluded. 

2  In  1923.  the  Embarcadero  Sub- 
way, a  two-lane  underpass  built  to 
speed  traffic  by  the  Ferry  Building, 
was  completed.  Also  that  day,  the 
original  Kezar  Stadium,  built  in  part 
with  a  donation  from  a  generous  do- 
nor, first  opened  its  gates. 

4:  In  1850,  an  early  morning  fire 
burned  a  large  portion  of  the  City's 
business  district,  causing  nearly  S5 
million  in  damages.  In  1851,  exactly 
one  year  later,  an  even  larger  fire 
started  at  1  1  p.m.  in  a  paint  store, 
burning  almost  2,000  structures  in 
10  hours,  and  causing  losses  in  ex- 
cess of  $  1 1  million.
